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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does not 
teach or suggest a composition to be used in a process for electroplating surfaces with 
tin, said composition comprising the components as presently claimed, esp., a nitrogen- 
bearing block copolymer of propylene oxide and ethylene oxide, said copolymer having 
a molecular weight of 3950 to 6450. 

Claims 3-8 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest a method for electrotinning a surface in form of a steel strip or 
plate, the method comprising electrolytically coating the surface in the presence of the 
composition according to claim 1 . 

The prior art does not contain any language that teaches or suggests the above. 
RU 2,103,418 teaches Proxamine 385 which has a molecular weight of 7600; and 
Applicants have shown unexpected results over the prior art (specification, pages 6-8, 
Examples 1-3). Therefore, a person skilled in the art would not have been motivated to 
adopt the above conditions, and a prima facie case of obviousness cannot be 
established.
